Document A8 relates to a beam light scanning apparatus and image forming apparatus. 

Document A9 relates to a beam light scanner and image forming device. 

Document AlO relates to a method and device for stabilizing output of light for 
information recording. 

Document All relates to a light quantity controller. 

Document A 12 relates to a image recording apparatus.
